State’s “Little People” 
Bombed By Price Hikes 

Low income Bay Staters already harried by un¬ 
employment and inflation face another pocketbook raid 
because “elitist” environmental groups as well as non¬ 
profit civic organizations are playing into the hands of 
the oil monopoly. 

Latest manifestation of this is the current ploy to 
decontrol the price of gasonline, now under considera¬ 
tion by the Federal Energy Administration (FEA). This 
well-orchestrated effort should strike fear into con¬ 
sumers in every section of the country, while, based 
upon past experience, we consumers in the Northeast 
should be even more wary and fearful. 

A recent FEA hearing in New York on this decontrol 
issue pinpointed the major problem — the fact that 
proponents are well-financed, can make glittering 
“cases” for the proposal with expertly researched 
material and high-priced lawyers while the opponents 
are virtually non-existent. 

One of the few dissenting voices heard was that of 
Massachusetts consumer expert Dermot P. Shea, 
energy advisor to the Association of Massachusetts Con¬ 
sumers, Inc., and a member of the Consumer Affairs 
Special Impact Advisory Committee — FEA. 

Shea, who also serves as consumer advisor to House 
Speaker Thomas W. McGee, is a consumer champion 
whose views are respected in all corners of the nation. 
He expressed alarm about the potential impact on the 
so-called “little people” of this state and elsewhere. 

“It should be self-evident that those in the middle and 
high income brackets will not feel any financial strain 
from the resulting increase on gasoline prices,” Shea 
said. “The well-to-do will continue to consume as much 
gasoline as before price control.” 

Shea warned the FEA that decontrol “will affect 
most adversely” the average retired citizens, those low- 
income working people who cannot use the car pool 
systems, and the people in rural areas where public 
transportation is not available or most limited. 

Terming decontrol “arbitrary and capricious.” Shea 
also expressed concern that such a move might “wipe 
out the independent refineries and marketers as well as 
the independent retail gasoline dealers.” 

Unfortunately, when it’s the “little people” pitted 
against the large oil companies, the odds rest heavily in 
favor of the industrial powers. The FEA already has 
considerable evidence showing that the large oil com¬ 
panies are making a strenuous effort to take over the 
marketing of gasoline and wipe out the competition to 
control the price and supply. 

As the man on the street well knows, even if the FEA 
doesn't, there never has been any true oil industry com¬ 
petition as the theory of the “free market” has never 
applied to the oil monopoly. 

The regional office of the FEA in Boston currently is 
deluged with phone calls about the hiked cost of oil, and 
many ask why they weren’t informed about earlier 
hearings on such decontrol. The fact is the word was put 
forth about hearings but never filtered down to the “lit¬ 
tle people” affected and the proliferation of consumer 
groups at the local, state, and federal level helped pre¬ 
vent effective opposition because they are spread too 
thin on too many consumer battle fronts. 

Roberta Walsh, FEA’s one-person consumer affairs 
office for this region also is concerned about the fact the 
“representative" consumer viewpoint is little heard at 
federal hearings on decontrol. 

“Consumer groups are spread very thin,” she ex¬ 
plains. and “lack the time to do the background for 
detailed, substantive testimony." She noted that FEA 
will hold hearings on gasoline decontrol in Boston's 
McCormack Post Office Building on January 28 and 29. 
and hoped the “little people” would be better 
represented than at the New York one. 

For every Dermot Shea and Roberta Walsh, however, 
the oil monopoly can trot out two dozen ’ experts” to sell 
their viewpoints, including some strange ones. 

As Shea noted, these include “some environmental 
groups as well as non-profit civic organizations (who)

Westman failing to comply 
with the law, was finally 
presented at the next regular 
council meeting, and the 
majority of Mr. Westman’s 
loyal supporters chose to 
either make fun of the infor¬ 
mation presented, or try and 
bury the facts under the rug. 
I doubt if anyone can say that 
we were not fair, we did not 
make the choice of adverse 
press, we tried to settle the 
issue on the Council floor, but 
when all attempts failed with 
the majority of the Council, 
we had no recourse but to let 
the courts decide what the 
law is. Civil service ap¬ 
proached us to join our case 
and have the Attorney 
General handle it, because 
for your information, the ac¬ 
tion is a criminal offense. It’s 
that simple. You also speak 
of my “Prowling the Town 
Hall — almost on a daily 
basis,” seaking records and 
making unwarranted 
demands of town officials.

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Despite soothing sounds emanating from the State 
House, Massachusetts is still faced with serious un¬ 
employment problems and a large portion of the blame 
belongs to all of us. 

Perhaps exemplifying the problem more than any 
other segment of the business community is the con¬ 
struction industry which is still struggling to get un¬ 
tracked from problems that started when the Sargent 
Administration refused to get nearly one billion dollars 
in allocated Federal highway dollars. 

When we say “the blame belongs to all of us” we 
mean simply that is is not merely a governor or his ad¬ 
visors who should be blamed for unemployment 
problems in the construction industry. The near-tragic 
situation, truly, is man-made by the cumulative effects 
permitted by the residents and lawmakers of this Com¬ 
monwealth/and other states. 

All of us, lawmakers and citizens alike, failed to 
realize the implications of what was being done in the 
holy name of environmental and ecological acts. The 
latest manifestation of this is the gian roadblock thrown 
by the Environmental Protection Agency at the 
Seabrook, N.H. nuclear plant — a roadblock that has 
wiped out even more “hard hat” jobs, as well as put in 
jeopardy not only the utility building the plant but many 
small businesses which counted on related work from it 
for survival. 

Any right-thinking person will concede that we must 
be concerned with our environment, but the situation 
that has eveolved has the tail wagging the dog. Added 
proof of this is the jerk reaction of environmentalists 
after the recent Argo Merchant sea disaster, and the 
stepped-up effort to switch Governor Dukakis from his 
support of programs designed to bring more oil to this 
state and region. 

Unfortunately, environmentalists have so imposed 
their views on the rest of us, via state and federal laws, 
that reason and professional engineering now count for 
nothing — not to mention jobs lost in its name. 

We feel that bread on the working man’s table is the 
highest priority in our environment — that our economy 
at the present is far more fragile than our ecology. 
While sharing deep concern for ecology safeguards, we 
are more concerned with the need for plain, old- 
fashioned jobs. We decry the outlook of those who feel 
an exaggerated concern for the environment should get 
top billing over working people and their needs. 

For that reason we are delighted that Governor 
Dukakis and Lt. Governor Thomas P. O’Neill III are 
sticking to their guns in the matter of bringing an oil 
refinery to this state. We are delighted, too, at 
statements in recent months from both Senate Presi¬ 
dent Kevin B. Harrington and House Speaker Thomas 
W. McGee that jobs and our economy must take 
precedence over flimsy environmental thinking. Theirs 
is the kind of thinking our state needs now.

are far removed from the realities that the average con¬ 
sumer faces. This elitist approach by such groups is 
driving a wedge into our social structure and is creating 
a class society which is foreign to our American 
heritage.” 

The message is clear ... with these elitist groups 
playing into the hands of the oil monopoly and the “little 
people's” voice lacking unity and strength, the cards 
are stacked for the big money boys. 

Possibly the only remedy, if FEA approves decontrol 
on gasoline, is for the U.S. Congress to bar such decon¬ 
trol until a more equitable and workable solution is 
found based on the principle of economic and social 
justice.

Chrysler Wins 


A year or two ago some were doubtful of the 
survival of number three in the automotive Big Three. 
The Chrysler Corporation, an old and respected name 
in the motor car industry, was losing millions monthly; 
its sales were down. 

A few days ago Chrysler announced record earn- 
ings-over $400,000,000 in 1976. That was good news 
for America because the automotive industry is a major 
part of the industrial complex of the nation. 

In another sense, Chrysler’s turnaround marks a 
turning point. President E.A. Cafiero and board 
chairman John Ricardo and other policy makers have 
turned Chrysler’s appeal toward Latin Americans, 
Spanish Americans. 

Chrysler’s comeback is partly a reflection of impact 
of increasing numbers of Chicanos, Mexicans and 
Latins in general, who have come into the United States 
in vast numbers in recent years. Chrysler’s 
commercials and advertisements were frankly aimed at 
Spanish-Americans and Latins. 

The company utilized Latins, singing or talking, 
very prominently in their television commercials. And 
that, and other policy decisions, apparently paid off. 
Only a few years ago, few would have even considered 
such a specially-aimed advertising appeal. But the 
country’s population mix is changing. And Chrysler 
made this pay off.

SPORTSMEN’S 

CORNER 


I By DILL CHIBA 

When the general public 
was being conditioned for the 
public hearing on 12-month 
fishing last fall, the most ex¬ 
pressed argument was the 
even distribution of fish 
throughout the year. Thus, 
the fish hogs would not get all 
the fish the first week of 
fishing season, and the 
program would eliminate 
shoulder-to-shoulder or boat- 
to-boat fishing. Another argu¬ 
ment was the elimination of 
pre-season fishing by 
youngsters who were on spr¬ 
ing vacation at the time the 
stocking was being made by 
the Fish and Wildlife Dept. 

I always resented the fish 
hog expression, especially 
when it referred to the 
license holder who was out to 
catch the fish his money rais¬ 
ed and then paid for the dis¬ 
tribution of the fish. The 
point being that 150,000 to 
200,000 fishermen were out on 
the same day attempting to 
fill their creels. 

Two weeks ago, the Fish 
and Wildlife Dept, stocked 
thousands of trout in Laurel 
Lake in Lee and Onota in 
Pittsfield. They announced 
the stocking. The following is 
a personal account of what 


happened at Laurel the day 
after the stocking. The 
debacle was witnessed by 
three hardy, true-blue ice 
fishermen who favored the 
12-month fishing season, but 
now are having fearful reser¬ 
vations about the system. 

We, (names deleted by re¬ 
quest) arrived at Laurel 
around eight in the morning.

Some were 
jiggling, others were running 
frantically between types 
hauling in trout and dumping 
them on the ice. Can you im¬ 
agine an area about the size 
of a football field with 90 
anglers and around 400 types 
set out? It is a wonder the ice 
didn't cave in from so many 
holes in a concentrated area. 
As we observed the 
holocaust, an angler would 
leave the pack and go to his 
car and dump a string of 
trout in the trunk. This went 
on steadily. All we could 
think of was fishing in a 
bathtub. This maybe went on 
for two days. Finally the end 
was reached, no more trout 
were to be had. From another 
source, we were told that the 
same antics were observed 
on Lake Onota. Make you feel 
sick? It does me. What 
happened to the eradication 
of shoulder-to-shoulder 
fishing and the wiping out of 
a lake in two days of heavy 
pressure? Let alone, it being 
done bv a fraction of the 
license holders in Mass. If 
this is to be the criteria for 
stocking trout in the winter, 
then I say knock it off and 
just open the hatcheries to 
the public and sell them the 
fish, why go through the ex¬ 
pense of transporting the fish 
to the lakes.

Elizabeth-25 Years 


In England this is the 25th anniversary of the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth II. It was in 1952, in February, that 
King George VI died quietly in his sleep, not 
unexpectedly, and Elizabeth, at 25, became the new 
sovereign. 

A year later, in 1953, a huge coronation ceremony 
marked perhaps the last moment of the British 
Empire’s fast-fading glory. Since then it has been 
almost all downhill. There is weakness today instead of 
power, both in the economic and military spheres. The 
future is clouded. Unemployment is high. The pound is 
about a third of what it was. compared to the dollar, in 
World War II, etc. 

But polls show the British still like their 
constitutional monarchy, and Elizabeth. And they like 
the new heir to the thrown, Prince Charles. (There are 
reports Elizabeth will soon step down and make way for 
Charles, who is already older than she was when she 
became Queen.) 

Monarchs in England, of course, no longer have 
much power. But they exert an effect on society-set- 
ting a standard in manners, style, dress, morals, etc. 
That may be a better example for the young than the 
example of sports stars, movie stars, crooners, etc., in 
the U.S. 

Americans, of course, would never accept a class 
society, with its titles and social snobbery connected 
with royalty, and rightly so. But there are some 
advantages to it, and. if the poor British want to 
continue to provide their monarch with four castles, 463 
servants, a yacht, aircraft, train and tax-free income, 
more power to them. It's their cup of tea and the system 
’as worked well for them and has certain 
idvantages-and much nostalgia and tradition.

WATCH OVER 
WASHINGTON

PAY TOILETS AND RADAR SPEED TRAPS 
WASHINGTON - One of humanity’s most insuffer¬ 
able irritants appears to be headed for well-deserved 
extinction with the glorious news that the state of New 
York has now joined three states and the city of Chicago 
in banning pay toilets, a legislative accomplishment 
which was upheld by that state’s highest court. 

When all these mercenary toilet owners are finally 
consigned to a well-deserved national oblivion, there 
should certainly be some sort of monument erected to 
former California State Legislator Charlie Myers of 
San Francisco. For despite the fact that he never intro¬ 
duced much of anything else in Sacramento, “Toilet 
Seat Charlie” as he was affectionately known did intro¬ 
duce two notable bills, recurrently.
